General John W. Davidson, Colonel of 


the Second Cavalry, who receiiuy passed 
through Bismarck ou a sick leave of ab- 
sence for one year, died at the Merchants 
Hotel, St. Paul, at fivo o'clock Sunday 
afternoon. 
The matiy army friends of 


General Davidson, as he parsed through 
Bismarck, were conscious that he could 
not live long, but hardly exptcted death 
so soon$ 


Col John W. Davidson was born in Vir- 


ginia in 1823 and, arriving at a suitable 
age, was appointed to the military acad 
emy at West Ppiut, from which he gradu- 
ated in 184.1), being then commissioned 
as brevet second lieutenant in the famous 
First Dragoons. 
He received his cap 


tain's commission in 1855, and his ma- 
jority in November, 1861, being then as- 
signed t» the Second cavalry. Through 
the war he served with conspicuous gal- 
lantry and success, receiving numerous 
brevets for "gallant and meritorious servi- 
ces," and being especially noted ' as a | 
leader of the cavalry-, both in conjunction 
with foot troops and in offensive opera- 
tion* through the enemy's country. 
The 


war over, Gen. Davidson received his 
promotion in 1866 as Lieutenant Colonel 
of the Tenth Cavalry, and on the 10th of 
March, 1879, he came back to his old 
regiment—the Second 
Cavalry.

DEAD IN A HTRANWE LAND. 


The Son of a Wealthy Scotchman Commits 


Suicide. He Cuts His Throat With a Raz- 
—or Pathetic Letters From His Father and 
His Betrothed. 


From the New York Times. 


John Arnott, a native of Scotland, about 


thirty years of age. committed suicide by cut- 
ting his throat with a razor while in his room 
at Earl's Hotel yesterday. He arrived in this 
city from Glasgow on the Anchor Lute steamer 
Devonia. on the Sthinst, and put HP at the 
hotel mentioned. He was intoxicated when he 
arrived at the hotel, and during his stay there 
he had not been entirely sober. He drank to 
such an excess that he was refused liquor at 
the hotel bar, and in order to satisfy his crav- 
ing for stimulants he was compelled to bring 
in ihe* u*Q.uor in'a flask. A few days ago he had 
an attack c? deUrum tremens, brought on by 
hardd linking, and & physician was called in to 
attend him.

He ac- 


quiesced in this suggestion, and suitable lodg- 
ings have been found, Arnott was to leave the 
hrttel yesterday. At 10 o'clock he went up to 
his room to pack his valise, while the hotel 
stage was waiting at the door to take him to his 
new quarters. In a few minutes after he had 
gone up stairs his bell was rung violently sev- 
eral times, and the bell boy wasvsent -to see 
what was the matter. The latter came rushing 
down stairs in a moment, and reported that Ar- 
nott ws lying on the bed in his room with his 
throat cut The clerk summoned a physician, 
but before he arrived Arnott was dead. 
He 


was speechless when found apd the floor of the 
room was covered with blood. The razor with 
which he had cut his throat was lying hi a 
pool of blood at the side of the bed. It is be- 
lieved that he rang the bell to summon the bell- 
boy and then deliberately cut his throat. From 
papers found in bis possession it was discovered 
that he was a son of Mr. William Arnott, a 
wealthy grain merchant, of No. 54 Hope street, 
Glasgow, and of Lorne Cottage, PoHokahields. 
He was wild and dissipated, aud he was sent to 
this country by his father in the hope that he 
would lead a new life here. On the bed in the 
room at the hotel were found two letters be- 
spattered with blood. One was addressed: 'To 
my dear son John Arnott, on his leaving for 
America, 26th May, 1881," and was evident- 
ly handed him as he was about to saiL It reads 
as follows: 
No. 54 HOPE STREET, GLASGOW. MAY 24,1881. 


Mr DEAR JOHN: Your dear mother and I are 


about to part with you for a time. It may be 
in the inscrutable degree of Divine Providence 
that we shall never meet again on earth, aud 
we wish to give yon our parting blessing. You 
are about to take your departure from your na- 
tive shores, and, ii spared, to dwell among 
strangers in the hind of your adoption. We 
hope and pray that God may guide and sustain 
you in all your wandeiings, leading you to put 
your trust in Him as your guide and protector, 
asking Him at the 
throne of grace to 


sustain you and keep you from evil and make 
you a useful member of the community in 
which you dwell and an earnest Christiaa dis- 
ciple of the Lord Jesus Chris*. Study your Bi- 
ble, read it morning and evening. Keep the 
Sabbath day holy to the Lord, abstain from all 
appearance of evil, and pray to God for His 
blessings on your every day life. Put your 
whole trust in Him, as forgiveness for all past 
offenses, and in his strength you can do all 
things. We freely forgive you all. Never again 
shall we mention your past bistery. You have a 
new field before you. Go on in the strength of the 
Lord and he will sustain and uphold you in all 
your doings. In the Lord Jehovah is everlast- 
ing strength.

A MAD HORSE. 


Singular Mania of a Horse Noted tor His 


Gentle Disposition—Two Grooms Killed. 


From the New York Disprfeb. - 


Thomas F. Ryan bought a handsome 6- 


year-olii sorrel gelding about six weeks ago, 
and soon afterward placed him in the pri- 
vate stables of Joseph Merklens' Central 
Park Riding academy. The beast came 
from Kentucky, and Mr. Ryan bought him 
for $700 for his personal use as a riding 
horse, j He was always gentle and kind, and 
Mr. Ryan's wife and children were in the 
habit of visiting him in his stall to feed him 
apples and sugar. The spirited animal ac- 
knowledged their attentions gracefully by 
rubbing nig nose on the shoulders of his 
friends. Mr. Rysn rode him every day in 
the pari, and fOfltfd, hjm, nniforaally docile, 
while his groom. James Siurray, wfco lived 
in Mr. Ryan's house, was devotedly attached 
to the horse as to Jt pet. 
The horse was 


moved to another still, llicbard Johnson, 
a colored groom, who had been in Mr. 
Merklens' employ for two years, entered his 
stall about 7 o'clock to feed him, or for 
some 6ther reason unknown. A terrific 
kicking was heard by the other grooms in the 
•table. They went to the stall to find Jolin- 
son lying unconscious on the floor. The 
sides of the stall were torn ami covered 
with blood, and the^ horse, with glaring 
eyes and frightened look, jumped upon 
the body and pawed it with his fore feet. 
The man's hat he had seized and torn to 
shreds 'with his teeth. As ihe grooms ap- 
proached, the furious animal crouched in 
terror in the corner of his stall and glared 
upon the disfigured body at his feet. John- 
son was removed to Roosevelt hospital, 
and at midnight died of a compound com- 
pressed fracture of the skull. After the 
tragedy the horse was fed and watered over 
the hood of the adjoining stall, and Mr. 
Merklens directed that no one should en- 
ter the stall. Mr. Ryan's own groom, 
James Murrey, went to the stable to care 
for bis horse this morning and to take him 
to Long Branch, whither Mr. Ryan had 
sent his family, and intended to follow with 
his saddle horse. Murray was warned 
against entering the stall, and was told of 
Johnson's fate. He would not regard at all 
the intimation that the horse was vicious, 
and started for the stall, followed by a 
group of etablenaen at a safe distance. 
Murray entered the stall without molesta- 
tion' and went to the horse's head. In an 
instant, and without any warning, the 
frenzied animal struck him down with 
a kick from his hind foot, and then, 
with frightful energy, jumped upon the 
prostrate man and with hie fore feet tram- 
pled his head. The stablemen at hand, 
who had feared just such an attack, quickly 
drew Murray out of the stall, the frantic 
horse meantime kicking and jumping upon 
the man wtth his fore feet. 
Murray was 


taken to Roosevelt Hospital, where he wag. 
found to have a compound fracture of the 
skull. 
JEJ-e died to-night. The horse was 


secur^JfTby a noose passed over his head 
-from the next stall, and bound- by ropea- 
held on opposite sides of the stall. Mr. 
Ryan was sent for, and he. summoned Dr. 
House, the vertinary surgeon,' The horse, 
firmly secured, was backed out of his stall 
and led into the street, find Dr. House led 
him behind his wagon to a private stable in 
Fifteenth street. Since he has been there 
he has-6een quiet, but his eyes start wildly 
and h« appears to be much excited. Mr. 
Ryan said the cause of this sudden frenzy 
which had seized his horse was a mystery 
to him and the horsemen 
who knew the 


circumstances. The animal, so far as he 
knew of his Kentucky life and since he bad 
been in New York, had never shown 
the 
least 
disposition 
to viciousness.

False, Scandalous Accusation. 


The suicide of Edward S. Fearing at 


Auburn, New York created a lively sensa- 
tion. A dispatch says: He was the son of

to take a position with the Auburn Woolen 
Mills Company, of which his father was 
president. 
He was young, handsome, and 


intelligent, and at once entered into the 
best society.

He left a note to hie father, in which he 


used the expression, "You will now see that 
I am not the coward you thought." This is 
supposed to be a reference to his last con- 
versation with his father, in which it is re- 
ported the latter~told him he would have 
shot himself long ago if he bad not been a. 
coward. He certainly had been a sad bur- 
den to his family. He was thirty-two years 
of age.

The army is notoriously a poor profes- 


sion. It is not easy to make a fortune in it, 
and there are but few successful soldiers 
who do. The rank and file are expected 
to stand fire, endure exile, 'and brave the 
most injurious climates for something less 
than the wages of the ordinary laboring 
classes. 
As for the officers, their pay, even 


in the highest grades, is the merest pittance. 
A shop-walker is I better off than a lieuten- 
ant; a captain, grown gray in the service* 
earns less than the skillful artisan. 
The 


colonel of a regiment, filling, as he does, a 
post weighted with onerous duties and va- 
rious responsibilities, has to make both 
ends meet, entertain, head subscription- 
list, and keep up a certain show, with just 
£1 a day. 
General officers, if unemployed, 


are deemed passing rich upon a few hun- 
dreds per an mm; if they are honored with 
the command of a brigade, division, or dis- 
trict, their pay may be doubled, bnt their 
expenses will also be increased at least 
Pour-fold. So notably is this the case that 
on some stations—at Portsmouth or Ply- 
mouth, for example—where the burden of 
hospitality is heavy and the establishment 
to be maintained most costly, a general 
cannot afford to accept a command unless 
ae is backed up by substantial private means. 
At no time throughout a man's service are 
economies possible. The style of life—that 
>f people in easy social circumstances— 
forbids it. There is too much pomp and 
jageantry to keep up; band and band-mas- 
:er, mess-plate, uniforms constantly sub- 
ject to costly changes through the caprice 
>f superiors—all these make deep inroads 
nto narrow purses of men frugally inclined. 
The most fortunate officer can seldom liope 
to arrive at mature years with money laid by.

"Because they can't shut their mouths."

"What is snoring?" 
"Well.it is common enough," said Dr. 


Sayre; and in an off-hand fashion he ex- 
plained that snoring is a noise made in the 
posterior part of tie month and nasal fossae 
during the moment of inspiration. It 
is due to a relaxation of the leva- 
tor 
palati 
molis 
and 
the 
circnm- 


flexns palati in sloep, by which the velum 
pendulum palati i s left free to vibrate or 
flap in the two currents of the air which 
enter at the same time through the nostrils 
and mouth. Besides the vibration of the 
velum pendulum palati or the soft palate, 
there is also a vibration of the column of 
air itself. Thus is produced the rasping, 
snorting sound so well known and so un- 
pleasant to every I one within earshot of the 
placid snorer himself. 


Dr. Sayre was asked what caused snor- 
ing. 


"When a man ijs fatigued," he said, "and 


his self-control in usually relaxed in sleep, 
he is apt to let his lower jaw drop down. 
No man was ever seen or heard to snjpre 
with his mouth shut. The moral is obvious. 
The soft palate flips like a sheet in the 
wind, and the ne ir neighbors of the snor- 
ing sleeper are correspondingly disturbed. 
Now, the Indians never snore. They think 
it is a disgrace. An Indian believes that if 
he snores when 1 e is young he will grow 
up to be even let s handsome at maturity 
than nature origi; tally intended. 
His van- 


ity, therefore, is mongh to make a savage 
sleep in a proper position." 


A well-known ] physician up town, whose 


practice has been largely in eases of affec- 
tion of the respir itory system, was asked 
whether snoring s a disease. 


"Not so much! i disease as a bad habit,1 


he said; "but 1i tn frequently called upon 
to prescribe for i ;s cure."

' Why do elderly or corpulent people 


commonly snore '" 


"Because the r systems are generally 


more relaxed in sleep, and their mouths 
then fall open. Any one will be likely to 
snore if he sleeps! with his mouth open,and 
no one will if he shuts it." 


"How can the habit be cured?' 
"First, you mtst give a person a chance 


to breathe through the nose, and then make 
him do so. If there is any obstruction in the 
n&salpassage.that must be removed by treat- 
ment. Then if a snorer can't keep his 
mouth shut by force of will, his jaw must 
be tied up. A harness for the lower jaw 
is sometimes employed in bad cases of 
snoring. A skull cap worn upon the head 
serves to hold a system of straps under the 
chin, and keep the mouth shut until the 
patient can form 
side, or with his 
habit of sleeping on his 


lead sufficiently elevated 
to hold his jaw." 


"Is it an easy njiatter to hold one's jaw 


when asleep? " 


"Hardly more iio than when awake.' 
"Why is snoring, then, so common ifi it 


is so easily cured?"

inspiration 


through the nostrils. In sleeping cars and 
in hotels one freq uently hears the resonant 
snore, because people in those places usu- 
ally go to sleep tii -ed out. An old doctor 
used to advocate sleeping on the face to 
guard against the possibility of snoring."

Profits of Tree Planting. 


Farmers who have never tried tree plant- 


ing fail to realize the rapidity of cultivated 
forest growth. Judge Whitmg.of Whiting, 
Iowa, has fifty acres in trees of his own 
planting, none more than fifteen years' 
Towth, including a belt of black walnuts 
140 rods in length averaging sixteen rows 
of trees, andnumbering 57,000. They are 
only eight ornine years old, and the largest 
are four or five inches in diameter. 
"In 


two years more," the judge says, "I shall 
not-havetogo to Chicago for my fence- 
posts." It has been thought that this tree 
is a slow grower. It is found, after the 
first year or two, with good soil and culti- 
vation, it comes on mo;e rapidly. 
His 


method is: To bury the nuts in the fall in 
moist ground not too deep for freezing and 
cracaing open; to plant them as they begin 
\o sprout in the spring, in rows five feet 
apart and thirty to thirty-six inches apart 
in the row; to'cultivate for two yjears as he 
would corn, tie is satisfied that 160 acres 
laving a bolt of trees of ten acres, will pro- 
duce more than the whole quarter section 
without the belt. 


\Trmothy more than any other grass should 
be cut in full bloom, if allowed to ripen 
seed, the quality of the hay is inferior.

supplies for the government. They hired 
crews for the season at thirty-five dollars 
per month; when they reached Bismaick 
the men demanded fifty dollars per month. 
This was conceded them, but they were 
not satisfied and deinandad sixty dollars, 
and judging from past experience, they 
would have kept increasing their de- 
mands until ninety dollars or more per 
month would have been demanded, as was 
the Cjase last year. 


The steamboat managers refused to 


pay sixty dollars per month and cut the 
price down to thirty-five dollars. The 
majority of the men refused this uiice 
and refused to allow those to work who 
wished to do so at that figure. 


An organized gang of them went on 


board the Nellie Peck and forcibly re- 
moved those who had contracted to work 
and who desired to meet their agreements. 
A party of strikers went on board another 
boat .with lopes threatening to hang any 
man who offered to work at less than fifty 
dollars per month and board. 
In the 


mean time, the interests «f the govern- 
ment suffering, a .company was called 
for and stationed at the landing, not to 
force men to work for any sum, but to
